Saratoga, X. Y., August 4. The Sagamore Ilandi- 
np, at one mile for a purse of $800. which featured 
his afternoon’s ordinary card, was accounted for 
>y John W. Schorr’s il.iuk O’lfciy. The son of 
*eep o’Day and Eric Belle led his opponents from 
lie rise of the barrier and won with the utmost 
ase from Fern rook with Gainer leading the othei-s. 
There were a dozen starters in the race with l.o 
K ill, tin* top weight, ruling as favorite. The west* 
vas represented by Hank o’Day. Cheeks and Water 
Vitch. The latter hegan slowly and wa without a 
hance from the start. The Schorr horse, from an 
alter position, begun fast and by the time he 
“merged from the chute had a decisive lead and 
bowed the way for the rest of the race under re- 
raint. Ferurock and Gainer came f tst in the 
trvtch. but He Will never figured prominently. 
The mile was the fastest of the meeting so far. 

The St. George Steeplechase was an interesting 
•oldest, the horses running well grouped most of the 
vay. Rhomb, the favorite, drew out decisively 
ifter clearing the last hedge. Kacehrook pecked 
it the sixth fence and lost his rider. Tin* latter 
•scaped injury. 

Omar Khayyam and Kittenish, both English bred, 
•ad the result Is-tween themselves in the third and 
Mn ir Khayyam won in easy style. Pulaski, though 
osiitg much ground hy an attempt to run out in 
lie stretch, showed a fine per forma rice in laudiug 
bird place. 

Omar Khayyam was favored in tic* lietting 
•liiefl.v on the strength of a recent sensational 
'Ive-eighths trial. 

The opener produced an upset when Ninety Sim- 
nlex outstayed the favorite. Nnushoa, after a 
filiarp last eighth drive. 

Today’s attendance was the largest since the 
upeiiiug and included many newcomers from New 
York. who will remain over until Sunday night to 
uugllient the regulars here.

year and, incidentally, it was the second time th it 
his colors have been borne to victory by a thor- 
oughbred. the previous occasion living when Itey-* 
Iwnirii won last. Key bourn* was a present from his 
partner. Frederick Johnson. The possession of this 
well-konwn horse was undoubtedly one of the con- 
tributing influences inducing Mr. Billings to engage 
further in thoroughbred racing. In company with 
Mr. Johnson he sent C. T. Patterson abroad last 
fall with a commission to secure for him sonic 
well-bred English yearlings and ten head of juven- 
iles were the result at an expenditure of $35.(NJ0. 
After Omar Khayyam’s victory today Mr. Billings 
remarked to some friends: “Now that I have 

broken the ice there is no knowing where I will 
stop.’’ which was a significant remark, coming 
from a man who takes hold as earnestly as Mr. 
Billings does. 

The second runup of the afternoon followed Golden 
Bantam’s victory in the fifth race when J. W. 
Hedrick advanced her from $1,700 to $2,100 and 
failed to get her.

As the classic events of tie* English racing sea- 
son. t lie Derby. St. linger and Oaks, always create I 
considerable interest in lovers of the thoroughbred 
in all parts of the world, it will not Is* amiss to 
say a few words concerning the courses over which 
these historic races are run. Not the least inter- 
esting feature of these courses is their age. Racing < 
was held at Epsom as far back as 1645. but it did 
not assume a permanent character until the tirst 
Derby in 1780. The famous Newmarket course is 
over l!«M» years old. while tin* Ascot races owe their 
origin to Queen Anne in 1711. Tin* York and Don 
caster meetings are over 150 years old, while that 
at Goodwood is over UN) years old. 

The three Thames valley courses Hurst Park. 
Keuiptou Park and Sundown Park are all modern 
courses, established in the last thirty live years. 

J1 was on the last named course, however, that 
tin* first race for $50,000 stakes took place. 
Twenty-three years ago the managers of Sundown 
Park startled tin* racing world by instituting tin* 
Eclipse Stakes, nominally worth this amount— first 
won by that famous horse. Bendigo— and the suc- 
cess of the venture was such that »he Jockey Club 
ultimately established two $50,000 races at New- 
market. viz.. Hie Prince of Wales’ Stakes and the 
Jockey Club Stakes. Needless to say. the races for 
these enormous stakes attract the b<*st horses of 
each year, aud it is on record th t in 1898 two 
winners of tin* Derby, two winners of tin* St. I<eg*r. 
two winners of the Two Thousand Guineas and a 
winner of the Ascot Cup run on the Sundown Park 
«*ours»* for tin* Eclipse Stakes. 

Newmarket, “tin* racing capital of England.** 
posseses no fewer than ten courses, tin* longest be- 
ing four ami one-quarter miles in circuit. Here the 
Jockey Club has its chief seat, while over I.immi 
horses will often Im* found in training on the Heath. 
Altogether there are nearly fifty training estab- 
lishments at Newmarket, and a large army of em- 
ployes an* constantly at work during the racing 
season, keeping tin* courses and galloping grounds 
in order. 

The cost of this labor is mostly met by the fee 
charged by the Jockey Club ou each horse trained 
on the Heath. For horses in training an annual 
charge of $25 is made, while a fee of $10 is levied 
on yearlings taking their first lessons. Altogether 
In-tween $60,000 and $75,000 is derived from these 
sources every year. Although somewhat expensive, 
most owners like to train their horses at New- 
market; for then the horses need not lie taken away 
to run. There are seven annual meetings to choose 
from, and prizes like the Two Thousand and Cesare- 
witch to win. and. in addition, the course can he 
chosen which will most likely suit the horse. For. 
while some animals can run equally well on any 
course, there an* others which never do themselves 
justice except on a course they like. Consequently 
there is often a great deal to lie gained liy properly 
“placing” a horse. It is at Newmarket where King 
George’s race horses are tifiined by Dick Marsh, 
as the famous trainer is known on the turf; while 
not far from the town is a beautiful estate owned 
by Danny Malier. the famous American jockey, and 
probably the richest professional rider in the world. 

How many people are aware that had it not been 
for the generosity of Lord George Bentinck nearly 
seventy years ago the Derby race at Epsom might 
have been crossed < flf the racing calendar? In 1829- 
30 $100,000 was spent on the erection of the grand- 
stand. which accommodates 7.500 spectators. The 
maintenance of the Epsom summer meeting, how- 
ever, cost more than the revenue from the stands, 
etc., and the consequence was that the clerk of the 
course went to Lord George Bentinck and explained 
that unless more money was forthcoming this meet- 
w< ii Id probably come to an end. Lord George lent 
the clerk $25,000, which the latter used to such 
good purpose that the Epsom summer meeting took 
a new lease of life and the clerk and his family 
made their fortunes. 

For many years afterward the orinignl $100 shares 
in the Epsom Grandstand Company realized large 
sums in t lit* market. In 1884 they brought $400. 
although they dropped some $100 after that. This 
was owing to a falling off in the entries for the 
Derby and Oaks, however, and a great fillip was 
given to the popularity of Epsom when, in 1890. it 
was announced that in future the Derby would In* 
worth a guaranteed minimum of $25,000. Its guar- 
anteed value was then made $32,500, at which it 
now stands. 

There are several courses at Epsom, but the chief 
of them all is the Derby course of one and one-half 
miles. This course contains the steepest hill — 
leading down to Tottenham Corner — to be found on 
any important course in the kingdom. In addition, 
the first half-mile of the track is on the ascent. 
An a matter of fact, the Derby course offers the 
greatest test of merit to race horses, ami that is 
why the best horse nearly always wins. 

It lias often happened that the winner of the 
Derby lias also carried off the A sent Gold Cup. the 
value of which of late years lias been between 
$15,000 and $20,000. The Ascot course is circular, 
nearly two miles long, and within the confines of 
Windsor Park. As a matter of fact, the course is 
crown property, aud to a certain extent under the 
care of the Master of Ilis Majesty’s Buckhoumls. 
The Ascot course is generally considered to 1m* the 
l est in Ragland, one great advantage being that 
practically the whole of the racing can be seen 
from the stands. 

The race for the St. Lcgcr. which takes place 
on the Doncaster course, has rightly been described 
as the “Derby of the North,” for it is witnessed 
every year by something like 30.000 people, mostly 
Yorkshiremen. The race is of the same value as 
the Derby, viz.. $32,500. As a matter of fact, the 
Doncaster meetings are “run” by the town corpora- 
tion. and the course relieves the rate-payers to the 
extent of about $60,000 each year, a large portion 
if the profits of the races being devoted to the 
.reduction of the rates. 

The ElMir Handicap, which takes place on the 
York course, is also ail event which draws thousands 
<f excursionists; the race for the Gimerack Stakes 

-founded in honor of Gimerack, a famous grey 
horse foaled in 1760, which won races when he \>as 
eleven years old — being almost equally popular.

“In addi- 
tion to the renting, at remaining at the traek for a. 
rest up after the July meeting, 194 head have re- 
centl.v arrived from Hawthorne. Among the ar- 
rivals from Chicago are the strings owned by 
John F iris and W. H. Fizer. This is the first 
time in ten years or more that Ferris has enrolled 
his charges among tin* prospective contenders at 
the Windsor ellipse. With the usual number of 
horses returning here from Fort Erie at the end 
of that meeting, August 12, and the arrival of a 
cotipb* of score from Saratoga, the equine colony 
across tin* river will be larger than it was at 
the first summer meeting.” 

The Held for Hie opening stake, the Ferry Han- 
dicap with $3,000 added, to l»e run August 16. 
promises to be exceptionally heavy.. The eligibles 
are: Coinmoii'ola.

Other stakes to lie run at the meeting across the 
river during the week of August 16-23 are the 
George llendrie Memorial at a mile, the Canadian 
Handicap at a mile and the first running of the 
Double F. event for Dominion -bred fouls. 

For the llendrie Memorial all of the handicap 
horses named for the Ferry have been nominated. 
This stake will be worth $2,360 to the winner and 
ought to result in one of the fastest miles on the 
Canadian circuit this season. 

None of the overnight purses at Windsor dur- 
ing the coming meeting will 1m* worth less than 
$700. which is ns ambitious a money offering as 
has been made on any race track in 1916. .Many 
of the handicaps and special races will 1m* worth 
$ 1,000 and $1,200 each. This will bring the total 
distribution for the seven days up to nearly 
$30,000.

All Smiles and Pif 
Jr. The Whitney horse is top weight and jockey 
Joe Notter i ; ex|M*cted here from Saratoga to ride 
him. The imported horse Boots, which has lieeu 
racing so well for John Whalen, arrived in good 
condition from New York. Jockey Fairbrother 
accompanied the stable and will have the mount 
on him tomorrow.

The card is a 
good one and with every indication iiointing to 
a remarkably fast track, some spirited racing 
should Im* witnessed. 

There are more horses hen* than for the first 
meeting and. Iietter still, they are of lietter class. 
Four carloads arrived from (’liicago. including the 
horses of D. A. O’Meara. II. G. Beil well. T. P. 
Hayes, (’. N. Freeman, T. F. Buckley, J. Mc- 
Kinney, M. Iiowenstein and J. G refer. 

Muse Goldblutt is here with the division of the 
Jefferson Livingston stable that he raced on the 
New York tracks. 

Mrs. G. L. Peine, whose Republican lias lieen 
running so well on the metnqiolitnii tracks, sent 
up Kathr.vn Gray and Afternight, and J. B. Dunn 
brought Monocacy for Mrs. T. Trovuto. 

John Whalen brought Boots, Little Nearer. Little 
Dipper, Lily Heavens. Pollux and Biddy O’Conuor.

If he fails to put in an appearance. Fairbrother 
will have the mount on the Oliver sprinter. 

T. P. Hayes has in the string he shipped over 
from rhicago J. Spencer’s Blackie Daw and the 
good two-year-old filly. Auriga. He also has Floral 
Park, Jack O’Dowd. Kinney and El Rey in liis 
band. 

M. Lowonstein brought two from Chicago, in- 
dialing his own Birka and T. F. Buckley’s Wanda 
I’itzer. 

William Shields is liMiked for from Hamilton 
on Saturday with a division of the stable he is 
training for various owners. 

Conunonada is still at Hamilton. The horse 
came out of his last race in bad condition and his 
owner. A1 Austin, is not quite certain how serious 
the injury is.

STORIES OF ENGLISH TURF NOTABILITIES. 

This anecdote brings to my memory a somewhat 
similar one of which Mat Dawson was the hero, 
which I give in the words of the friend who has 
kindly supplied me with it. When Mat trained for 
Lord John Scott, his brother (the duke) paid him a 
visit, and as a matter of course he took him (the 
duke) down to see his stud. Mat being in attend- 
ance. Lord John leading the way from Imix to box. 
describing each one as he went along, always crying 
“Wattie” (this was the duke), “come and see this 
fine. Wattie; I think this one will win the Derby,” 
and so on. until presently Wattie and Mat fell a 
little behind. Then Mat taps him on the shoulder. 
“Now, Wattie, when his lordship goes to ImmI to- 
night. slip down and I will give you a glass of 
toddy.” Wattie accepted. What transpired depon- 
ent sayetli not; but next morning Wattie let the 
cat out of the bag with a hearty laugh, and then 
Matthew Dawson discovered to his horror and morv 
tification that he had lieen hobnobbiing with the 
duke of Bueeleucli; but Wattie gave him a firm 
shake of the hand, saying he was the right man 
in tbe right place and a jolly good fellow. 

And the mention of Mat Dawson reminds me of 
a curious story of which his brother Tom, of Tup- 
gill. was the hero. 

When Ellington won the Derby in 1856, Tom 
Dawson, of Tupgill. who trained the colt, won about 
26,000 pounds. On the Monday after the race he 
went to Tattersalls to receive his money. Tlie 
whole of it was paid to him in bank notes. After 
the settling he dined and took the train for home, 
first having packed his bank notes in an old lea- 
thern hat case, without any lock, but simply tied 
with a piece of string. Mr. Dawson fell asleep in 
tie* train, and when the guard, who knew him well, 
awoke him at Northallerton and told him lie must 
change carriages, Mr. Dawson got out of the train 
leaving the old hat case behind. In those days 
telegraphy was not quite so simple a matter as 
now and Mr. Dawson did not recover his hat case 
for a whole week, during which time it had traveled 
to Edinburgh. Aberdeen and various other places. 
Ultimately it eame back to the rightful owner, 
with the string neither cut nor untied, and with 
all the bank notes safe inside. I need hardly t<iy 
that Mr. Dawson, with that astuteness that rarely 
forsakes the professional turfite, took particular 
care not to display the slightest anxiety about his 
hat case, hut merely informed the station master 
that he had preserved the article for a good many 
years, and as there were some paiiers in it which 
could not possibly lie of any use to anyone but him- 
self he should like to recover it. 

I will bring these rnmlom recollections to an end 
with an amusing adventure of Mornington Cannon 
and Cordelier, on the Cesarewiteh day of 1891. As 
the horses that afternoon were leaving the Bird- 
cage to contest the Autumn Handicap, one of the 
fiercest storms known at Newmarket for a long 
time swept over the heath. The hail stones came 
down like pistol bullets and Cordelier, maddened 
at the tempest, swerved, made for the rails and ran 
through them, getting his head under the second 
line of | Mists and sending Mornington over the rails 
and right into a carriage, the door of which was at 
the moment open. 

Two ladies were inside and on the front seat 
lunch was still uncleared. The popular young
